ceived by the Kentucky College of 
Agriculture. The principal points of 
the program follow; 

Soil Conservation—The new farm 
program which is outlined in the 
legislation eontiiiues and supple¬ 
ments the agrieultural coiiscrxation 
programs whieh ha\e been in effect 
for the past two years under the 
soil conservation and domestie allot¬ 
ment act of 1936. 

Five Crops—Upon the foundation 
of the conservation program, specific 
provisions are made for the five 
crops—cotton, wheat, corn, tobacco, 
and rice. For these crops the Act 
provides that the program is to be 
administered so as to provide for 
producing adequate supplies each 
year for domestic consumption and 
exports and also to maintain ample 
reserves. 

Ever Norman Granary—The pro¬ 
visions of the Act are designed to 
maintain supplies at specified levels 
are expected to bring about substan- 
tian increases in reserves, particu¬ 
larly in the case of corn and wheat. 

Loans—The Act directs that loans 
be made to corn, cotton and wheat 
producers under certain conditions, 
and authorizes loans to be made on 
other agricultural commodities at the 
discretion of the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture and the President. The loans

The state adiiiinistrations in the pa.«t persuaded and led the counties 
and an unsuspeeting public into a morass of debt. The.so counties owe 
approximately $24,000,000 for road and Inidge bonds. This money was 
.spent at the instance of ttie slate on slate ron'ds. 'These roiids, today, 
belong to the Commonwealth of Kentucky. In addition to this $24,000,- 
000. the counties acquired all of the riglits-of-way upon which all of 
the state roads were constructed, and this is money spent in addition 
to the $24,000,000. Before this principal is paid unless the state takes 
this debt, the counties will pay an additional $24,000,000, or more in 
interest, making total of $48,000,000. 

It behooves ever.t taxpayer, ever.v Fiscal Court, ever.v county judge, 
and every official' to give thought to the financial situation of his 
count.v and then advise his Representative and Senator to bring about 
the enactment of legislation which will relieve these debt-ridden 
counties. 

E\er.v home owner and taxpayer is directly nffccti'd in these 106 
counties and should the counties default, the liome and property of 
every taxpa.ver is subject to be taken for this deiit in the form of a lien 
in taxes. This is the most important problem facing tlie people of today, 
and unless the counties are freed from llie.se debt.s. tlie allairs of the 
counties will be woefully curtailed. 

I believe that one cent of the state gasoline tax should he diverted 
to retire these counties' bonds, wherein tlie moiie.v was spent on state 
roads and in addition to that the counties wlio owe and now levy tlie 
the twenty cents per $I(in of tlie assessment valuation of tlic property 
of respectiic counties' should continue to levy and collect tills tax and 
turn it over to a stale sinking fund, erealcfl for tlie purpose of paying 
and retiring tliese road and bridge bonds. 

A oiie-ecnt diversion of the ga.soline tax could be paid into a sfate 
sinking fund for the purpose of retiring county road and liridgc bonds. 
.A onc-cent gasoline tax dixersion would give two million dollars more 
or less annually and the 2l)-eent lex’y for road and liridge lionds on the 
locally taxable jiropcrty of $1,035,447,895. more or less, owned by the 
106 counties, would give an annual rexenue of more tlian txvo million 
dollars. This xvould be a total of more than four million dollars annu- 
allv placed in file tiaiids of tlie sinking fund commission who could 
retire on un equitable basis tlie county road and bridge bonds as tlicy 
conic due and pay the interest. 

It is not alisolutely necessary to divert txvo million dollars annually 
from tlie gasoline tax fund but a sum equal to that amount could be 
diverted from tlie general fund of tlie Conimonxvealth of Kentucky or 
any existing fund or any fund that may bo creafed noxv or hereafter 
for the purpose of retiring county road and bridge bonds. 

A state sinking fund eonimission could be created, composed of the 
Gox-ernor, chairman of tlie higliwny commission, the attorney general, 
state auditor, stale treasurer or xvhatever officials selected by the 
General .■Xssemlily to constitute said sinking fund coininission. Tlie 
dutii's of tills eomniissiop xvould be to control and regulate the rexe- 
nucs eullected under this act and it would be only a matter of about 
eiglit years until this entire county debt could be retired and every 
county in Kentucky xvould be debt-free, and no county xvould liave its 
financial affairs curtailed. There could then be a consolidation of 
counties and a merger of offices and in the creation of this sinking 
fund commission the necessary safeguards in tlie regulation of their 
budgets could very easily be enacted. 

.'Mabama has a gas tax of 6 cents per gallon, and 3 cents is dix ided 
in equal part.s to the 67 counties for county highxvay and bridge pur- 
po.scs; 3 cents is retained by the state, txvo cents of xvliich is used to 
pay state highxvay bond.s and one cent to the highxvay commission for 
highxva.v construction and maintenance. Alabama helps her counties, 
xvhy shouldn't Kentucky? 

Arizona has a gas tax of 5 cents per gallon, and 7-10 goes to the 
state highxvay fund; 3-10 distributed proportionally to the counties, 
to be used: (a) For county highway purposes; (b) For retirement of 
county road bonds and pa.v interest on same. .Arizona helps her coun¬ 
ties. xvhy shouldn't Kentucky? 

California has a gas lax of 3 cents per gallon, and 2-3 is allocated to 
state liighxvay fund and 1-3 to the counties. Counties reeeixe $7,500 
each per quarter, and balance of fund in proportion of motor xoliicle 
registrations therein to total number of such registrajions in the state. 
County suporxi.sors may use any portion of tliese funds for the pay¬ 
ment of county road bonds. California helps tier counties, xvhy 
sliouldn't Kentucky? 

Georgia lias a gas tax of 6 cents. On November 8. 1932, the state 
a.ssumed the payment of all indebtediie.ss of the several counties and 
Costal Higlixva.x’ District, meuired lor the construction or paving of 
the public roads (including bridges) of the state xvhich xvere a part of 
the state aid roads in the liiglixvay system of Georgia. Georgia helps 
her counties, xvhy shouldn't Kentucky? 

Idaho has a gas tux of 5 cents, and 87.3 percent of the receipts from 
tlie state motor tax is distributed to the counties, highxvay districts 
and good road districts. Idaho helps her counties, why shouldn't Ken¬ 
tucky? 

Illinois has a gas tax of 3 cents, and it is distributed as follows: 1-3 
to the counties, on the basis of motor vehicle license tax receipts, and 
may bo used for the retirement of any bonds issued for the construction 
of state aid roads. Illinois helps her counties, why shouldn't Kentucky? 

loxva has a gas tax of 3 cents, and it is distributed as folloxvs: 4-9 to 
the secondary road construction fund of the several counties; 3-9 to 
the State Highxvay Commission to reimburse counties for expenditures 
made by them for bridges, culverts and rights-of-xvay for primary 
roads paid out of county road funds; 2-9 to primary road fund, loxva 
helps her counties, xvhy shouldn't Kentucky? 

Michigan has a gas tax of 3 cents. $2,550,000 annually distributed to 
the counties xvhich may bo used for the retirement of general county 
road and bridge bonds. Michigan helps her counties, xvhy shouldn't 
Kentucky? 

Mississippi has a gas tax of 6 cents, and it is distributed as folloxvs: 

2 >2 cents is returned to counties; one-third on the basis of area; one- 
thi'rd on the basis of population; one-third on the basis of automobile 
registration. These funds must be used to pay county and district bonds 
and interest and for the construction and maintenance of local roads. 
Mississippi helps her counties, xvhy shouldn't Kentucky? 

Nebraska has a gas ta.x of 5 cents. 25 percent is allocated to counties 
to be used for road construction and mainteiuince. Nebraska helps her 
counties, xvhy shouldn't Kentucky? 

Ohio has a gas tax of 4 cents, one cent to tlie support of public 
schools. Balance distributed for roads as folloxvs: To the state 56.25 
percent; counties 16.25 percent; townships 8.75 percent; municipalities 
18.75 percent. Ohio helps her counties, xvhy shouldn't Kentucky? 

Florida has a gas tax of 6 cents, and is distributed as follows: Three 
cents for use of the State Road Department. Three cents to the coun¬ 
ties for bond redemption purposes; one cent on the basis of population, 
one cent on the basis of area, one cent on the basis of amount contri¬ 
buted by the counties for roads taken into the state system of highxvays. 
Florida helps her counties, xx’hy shouldn't Kentucky? 

In September, 1932, the Texas legislature passed an act providing 
for the reimbursement of counties and road districts on their out¬ 
standing bond and warrant indebtedness incurred in aiding construc¬ 
tion of state highways. The amount inx’olved in this action was said 
to be about $90,000,000, and the principal and interest payments totals 
approximately $7,000,000. The bonds and interest will be paid from the 
proceeds of one-fourth of the four cents state gasoline tax. Mounting 
gasoline revenues from increased gasoline consumption enabled the 
state to appropriate in July, 1937, all requirements for 1938 bonds 
assumed by the state. The principal and interest requirements for 
1938 xxill be on a total of $170,000,000. 

In 1927 the Tennessee legislature passed an act to reimburse the 
various counties for all bonds issued to build roads taken into the state 
highway system. This amount was found to be, as of that date, $35,341,- 
535. Of this amount, as of December 31, 1936, $3,726,070 has been paid 
by the state. "The state also pays to the counties 5 percent interest on 
ail bonds subject to reimbursement and pays the principal as it falls 
due. 

1 have cited instances where fourteen states (and many of them do 
nut lex'y as heavy gasoline tax as Kentucky) and yet it is distributed 
and used for the retirement of county road and bridge bonds. 

The gasoline tax fund is not an inviolate fund; it is not a sacred fund, 
but it is tax money collected from the people of Kentucky and other 
motorists who travel over roads which came about as a result of an 
original investment of the road and bridge bonds, voted for and being 
paid for by the respective taxpayers of these 106 counties. 

The present call of the legislature, as 1 understand it, will not give 
the counties financial aid. Request the Governor—and it is one of his 
prerogatives—to amend the present call in order that there may be 
appropriate legislation enacted to help the counties instead of having 
a full discussion or talk as to how the counties may be helped or aided. 

The counties must have financial aid! The state owes it to them, 
and this administration can help the counties. 

Will you see your Representative and Senator today, or write them 
and request that they sponsor this plan xxhich would relieve the coun¬ 
ties of Kentucky from this all-consuming, throttling, and death-like, 
struggle-hold debt which has collared the taxpayers of Kentucky?—
